TO 



Amend the Law of Ireland as to Sea Coast 
Fisheries. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the Laws relating 
to tlie Sea 'fisheries of Ireland : Bo it therefore enacted 
by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the Advice and Consent of tlie Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 

5 and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 

Preliminary. 

1. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as " The fishery Short Title. 
(Ireland) Act, 1867.” 

10 2. This Act shall not come into operation until the First Bay of 

October One thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven. 

3. from and after the Commencement of this Act there : shall be 
repealed so much of the several Acts herein-after mentioned as 
relates to the Sea fisheries of Ireland ; (that is so say,) Fisheries.

4s. The Institution of any legal Proceeding or any other Remedy 
for ascertaining, enforcing, or recovering any such Liability, 
Penalty, Forfeiture, or Punishment as aforesaid. 

Central Authority. 

4 . The general Superintendence of the Fisheries throughout 25 
Ireland shall be vested in the Lord Lieutenant, and it shall be 
lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to appoint Two Inspectors of 
Fisheries, or other Officer that may be necessary for carrying tills 
Act into execution, and to remove the Inspectors Secretary, or 
other Officer, or any One or more of them, and to appoint another 30 
or others in the Room of the Person, or Persons so removed or 
dying or resigning, and to pay to such Inspectors Cleric , or other 
Officer respectively , out of such Monies as may be provided by 
Parliament for the Purpose, such Sums by way of cmnual Salaries 

as the Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury shall think jit ; 35 
and the Inspectors shall have equal and co-ordinate Powers, 
Authorities, and Privileges, so far as regards the carrying into 
execution the Provisions of this Act ; and all such Powers, Autho- 
rities, and Privileges shall and may be exercised by any One or 
more of them. 40 

5 . It shall be lawful for the Inspectors, or other Officer appointed 
for the Purposes of this Act, to use and exercise all Powers and

6 . The Inspectors, or any One of them, may examine any Powers of 
Witnesses on Oath, and with respect to enforcing the Attendance Xns P ectors < 

5 of Witnesses, and the Production of Deeds, Books, Papers, and 
Documents, shall have the same Powers as the Judges of One of 
Her Majesty’s Superior Courts of Westminster have for such or the 
like Purposes; moreover it shall he lawful for the Inspectors to 
order any Person to ho removed from their Court who may interrupt 

10 the Business of the Court or refuse to obey their lawful Orders 
in respect of the same; and it shall he the Duty of the Chief 
Constable, Commissioner, or Chief Officer of Police of the County, 

City, Borough, or Place in which the Court is held to take care 
that an Officer of Police do attend that Court during its Sitting for 

15 the Purpose of keeping Order therein, and to carry into effect any 
such Order of the Commissioners or Inspector as aforesaid. 

7. The Lord Lieutenant shall, on or before the last Day of March inspectors to

Designations, and such Districts, Divisions, and Designations, or 
Alterations thereof as aforesaid, shall be published by the Inspectors 
in such Manner as they may direct, and shall also be recorded in 
the Office of the Inspectors.

the Number of their Men; and the Owner of each Vessel, Boat, 
Cot, or Curragh shall be furnished by the registering Officer for the 
Time being with a Certificate of such Registry signed by him, and 
pay such Sum as the Inspectors may direct, not exceeding the Sum 10 
of One Shilling for each such Certificate ; and such Certificate, or 
a Copy thereof obtained from such registering Officer, shall bo 
conclusive Evidence of such Registration; and the Number and 
Mark or letter which shall be assigned to each Vessel, Boat, Cot, 
or Curragh by the registering Officer, together with the Names of 15 
the Vessel, of the Owner, or some One of the Owners, where more 
than One, and of the Port to which such Vessel, Boat, Cot, or 
Curragh belongs, shall be painted on the Stern of such Vessel, Boat, 
Cot, or Curragh ; and such Number and Mark or Letter shall be 
also painted on the Sails and Bows or Quarters, and on the Buoys 20 
attached to the Nets used with such Vessel, Boat, Cot, or Curragh, 
or on small Boards permanently attached to such Nets for the Pur- 
pose, in such Manner and in Figures of such Dimensions as tho 
Inspectors shall direct ; and if any Vessel, Boat, Cot, or Curragh 
shall bo used for fishing on any Part of the Coast of Ireland, or within 25 
any Estuary thereof, at any Time after tho First Day of July One 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven, which Vessel, Boat, Cot, or 
Curragh shall not have been so duly registered as aforesaid, or on the 
Stem whereof the Name of such Vessel, Boat, Cot, or Curragh, that 
of the Owner or One of the Owners, and of tho Port to which such 30 
Vessel, Boat, Cot, or Curragh may belong, shall not be so painted, 
and on the Sails, Bows, or Quarters, and Buoys and small Boards 
attached to the Nets whereof, such Number and Mark or Letter shall 
not be so painted, the Owner, Master, or chief Officer of such Vessel, 
Boat, Cot, or Curragh so used, shall for every such Offence forfeit 35 
and pay a Sum not exceeding Ten Pounds : Provided always, that 
when any such Vessel shah not be permanently engaged in fishing, 
the Number and Mark or Letter may be temporarily attached to the 
Sails, Bows, and Quarters of such Vessel, in such Manner and for 
such Time as shall be permitted by the Inspectors ; and provided 40 
also, that Vessels belonging to Places out of Ireland may, for tho 
Purposes of this Act, be registered at the Coast Guard Station of 
any District or Division within or adjoining which such Vessel shall 
be engaged in fishing for the Time being, the Owner, Master, or 
chief Officer of any such Vessel being subject nevertheless in both 45

last-mcntionecl Cases to forfeit and pay a Sum not exceeding Ten 
Founds if he shall neglect to comply -with the Provisions aforesaid ; 
and any Officer or Men of the Coast Guard is or are hereby autho- 
rized to seize and detain in his Custody all Boats, Vessels, &c., not 
5 registered and marked as herein directed; and such Boats or Vessels 
so seized may he restored to the Owner on the Penalties and Costs 
incurred being paid.

10. Tlic Inspectors shall frame Regulations, subject to the Inspectors to 
10 Approval of the Lord Lieutenant, as to voluntary Agreements j^ionJ^s to

Period and Nature of Service, and Remuneration. Agreements.

20 Regulations as to Trawl and Drift Nets. 

12. The following Regulations as to Trawl and other Pishing 
shall be adopted : 

(1.) Trawl Pishing is forbidden in all Places where there are Boats 
engaged in Herring or Mackerel Drift Net Pishing : 

25 (2.) Trawd Boats shall always keep at a Distance of at least Three 

Miles from all Boats fishing for Herrings or Mackerel 
with Drift Nets : 

(3.) Whenever Herring or Mackerel Boats shall commence Drift 
Net Pishing in any Place whatever, and that Herring or 
30 Mackerel Drift Net Pishing is being bond, fide carried on, 

the Trawl Boats which may be already fishing in such 
Place shall depart therefrom, and shall keep at a Distance 
of at least Three Miles from the said Drift Net Herring or 
Mackerel Boats : 

35 (4.) When Nets of different Boats get foul of each other, the 

Master of the said Boats shall not cut them, unless it shall 
have been found impossible to clear them by other Means ; 
and if they are so obliged to cut them, they shall knot or 
join the Parts as far as shall be practicable : 

40 (5.) Ail Pishing Boats, all Rigging, Gear, or other Appurtenances 

of Pishing Boats, all Nets, Buoys, Ploats, or other Pishing 
Implements whatsoever found or picked up at Sea, shall, as 
[50.] A 3 soon 
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soon as possible, be delivered at the nearest Coast Guard 
Station, and any Person acting in contravention of this 
Section shall incur a Penalty not exceeding Ten Founds. 

Oyster Fisheries. 

13 . It shall not be lawful for any Person, between the First Day 5 

of May and the First Day of September in any Year, to have in his 
Possession, dredge for, take, catch, or destroy any Oyster or Oyster 
Brood, save and except where the Season for taldng the same may 
have been changed by the Commissioners under the Provisions of 
the Acts hereby repealed ; and it shall be lawful for the Com- 10 
missioners to alter, if they shall think fit, on the Application of any 
Person interested in any Oyster Fishery the Season in any Locality 
during which it shall not be lawful to dredge for or take any Oysters, 
taking the like Steps as are provided in case of altering the Season 
for Salmon Pishing herein-before provided. 15 

14 . It shall be lawful for the Owner or Occupier of any Land 
bordering on the Sea or any Estuary, with the Permission in 
Writing of the Inspectors, or for any Person or Persons, with the 
Consent in Writing of such Owner or Occupier, and with the Per- 
mission in Writing of the Inspectors ; and approved by the Lord 20 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor, to form or plant any Oyster 
Bed or Laying on the Shore adjacent to such Lands, and between 
High-water and Low-water Mark, and above or below the Level 

of the lowest Water Mark of Spring Tides, or for any Person or 
Persons without such Consent as aforesaid, and with the Permis- 25 
sion of the Inspectors, to form or plant any Oyster Bed below 
Low-water Mark, as the said Inspectors shall think fit; and it 
shall be lawful for the several Persons forming or planting any such 
Oyster Bed or Laying to hold the same as Private Property, and to 
exercise an exclusive Control over the same, and such Oyster Beds 30 
shall be entitled to the like Protection as is provided in case of any 
other Oyster Beds or Layings being the exclusive Property of any 
Person : Provided always, that any such Permission as last aforesaid 
shall be lodged with the Clerk of the Peace of the County in which 
such Oyster Beds or Layings shall be situate, and in all Cases where 35 
it shall hereafter become necessary to prove any such Permission 
of the said Inspectors in any Court of Law or Justice or elsewhere, a 
Copy obtained from the Office of any such Clerk of the Peace with 
whom the same may be lodged, and certified by him to be a true Copy 
thereof, shall be received and taken as full and sufficient Evidence of 40 
the Existence of any such Permission, and which Copy such Clerk 
of the Peace is hereby required to furnish at the Price of Sixpence 
for each Copy so furnished and certified : Provided always, that the 

forming 
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forming ancl planting of such Oyster Beds as aforesaid shall not give 
any exclusive Eight or Title to the Occupancy of the said Shore, 
except for the Purpose aforesaid, or to the Appropriation of any 
public Banks or Beds at present resorted to for Oysters, but that 
5 the Eights herein-before granted and conferred are to be considered 
as exclusively applying to Places where no public Oyster Beds at 
present exist ; saving to the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, and 
all the Subjects of this Realm, the free and full Exercise and 
Enjoyment of all other Eights of fishing or other Eights whatso- 
10 ever in or along the said Shore ; and provided also, that in case of 
any such Permission being granted to any Occupier of any Land 
bordering on the Sea or any Estuary as aforesaid, or to any Person 
with his Consent, or to any other Person, such Permission shall only 
continue and be in force during the Continuance of such Occupancy, 
15 or the legal Transfer of same to any other Person, which shall be 
duly noticed to the Inspectors, and such Transfer recorded in the 
Office of the Clerk of the Peace ; and in the Case of any Permission 
being granted to any Person with the Consent of any Owner, 
such Permission to plant Oyster Beds shall only continue and be 
20 in force for such Period as shall be named in the Consent of such 
Owner. 



15. No Licence to plant Oyster Beds shall be granted by the No Licence 
Inspectors until they or One of them shall have held a public 
Inquiry in the Locality, giving at least Fourteen Fays Notice of lie Inquiry. 

25 such Inquiry by Advertisements inserted twice at least in some 
Newspaper published and circulating in the County in which the 
proposed Oyster Beds are situated, and by printed Notices posted at 
the usual Places for posting Notices within the Locality of the 
proposed Oyster Beds. 



30 16 . When the Inspectors shall have decided on granting a Plication 

Licence for Oyster Beds to any Person or Persons they shall cause for 0yster 
Notices of their Intention to grant such Licence to be published Beds, 
in the same Manner as before mentioned, such Notices to describe 



accurately the Position of the Oyster Bed and the Name and 
36 Address of the Person or Persons to whom they have decided to 
grant such Licence; and any Person feeling aggrieved by such 
Decision may appeal to the Going Judge of Assize on giving the 
Inspectors and the Person to whom such Licence is proposed to 
be granted Notice within One Month of the Date of the posting of 
40 such Notices of his Intention so to appeal. If unappealed from, 
or confirmed on Appeal by such Judge, such Licence shall be final, 
conclusive, and binding on all Parties on receiving the Approval 
of the Lord Lieutenant or the Chief Governor for Ireland for the 

Time being. __ .

unless such Oyster Bed or Pishery shall be legally possessed and

General Provisions. 

21. It shall be lawful for all Fishermen and Persons employed by Fishermen, 
them to enter upon all such Beaches, Strands, and Wastes on or ^* s “ ay use 
adjoining the Sea Shore or any Estuary, as may be necessary for the Shores for 

25 Purpose of carrying on any Herring or other Sea Fishing, and also tho Purposes 
to draw up and spread their Nets and land their Fish upon any 5 & G y ic ^ 
such Beach, Strand, or Waste; provided nevertheless, that they shall c. 106 . s. 3. 
not erect any Fixtures or Fixed Nets thereon. 

22. It shall lie lawful for all Watchmen, Directors, and Guiders Provisions as 
30 of Fishermen, and all such Fishermen themselves, and such other £ r ’^‘ ns 

Persons as shall necessarily attend the Nets or Fishings at the Times 3 & 6 y ict _ 
of fishing for Herrings, Pilchards, and other Sea Fish, to enter and go c. 106 . a. 4. 
into and upon any Lands which He or adjoin near unto any Fishing 
Place, fit, convenient, and necessary to watch and to draw or carry the 
35 Fish on shore, and there to watch for the said Fish, and to direct and 
guide the said Fishermen which shall ho upon the Sea and Sea Coasts 
for tho taking of the said Fish ; provided that no Person shall he 
empowered or authorized hy this Act to enter in or upon any enclosed 
Garden, or any Tillage Land with a growing Crop thereon.

Purposes aforesaid the said Beaches, Strands, "Wastes, and other 
Lands (save Gardens and Lands with a growing Crop as aforesaid), 
every Person so offending for every such Offence shall forfeit and pay 
any Sum not exceeding Five Founds. 

24. If any Person shall resist or obstruct any Persons lawfully 5 
engaged in fishing, or in proceeding to fish, or in returning from 
fishing, or shall wilfully and maliciously place any Net or other 
Engine, or Obstruction of any Kind, with the Intent and Design 
to prevent Pish from entering the Nets of other Persons set or 
placed in a legal Manner, or shall beat or disturb the Water, or in 10 
any other Manner act with the Intent and Design unlawfully to 
prevent Pish from being taken by any Person in a legal Manner, 

or shall wilfully and maliciously injure or destroy the Net or 
Boat of any Person, every Person so offending shall for every such 
Offence forfeit and pay any Sum not less than Five Founds and not 15 
exceeding Twenty Founds , and shall also pay Compensation for 
any Net or Boat so injured or destroyed; and every such Net 
or other Engine or Obstruction so placed as aforesaid shall also be 
forfeited. 

25. It shall and may be lawful for all Officers and Petty Officers 20 
and Men belonging to the Cruisers of Her Majesty’s Navy, and for 
all Officers and Men of the Coast Guard, and for all Officers and 
Men of the Constabulary, anything in any Act of Parliament to the 
contrary notwithstanding, at all Times and in all Places, and subject 

to such Directions and Regulations as the Lords Commissioners of 25 
the Admiralty, or the Inspector General of Constabulary, shall from 
Time to Time think fit to prescribe, to go on board any Vessel 
employed in fishing, and examine the Certificate of Registry and

Loans for the Encouragement of Fisheries. 



Provisions 30 . Eor the Encouragement of the Fisheries of Ireland, so much 
<f 32 . and’ the Provisions of the Act of the Tenth of Victoria, Chapter Tliirty- 
subsequent two, and the subsequent Acts amending and extending the same, 30 
wndcdto which authorize the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland to 
this Act. lend Money for the Improvement of Landed Property in Ireland and 
for other Matters, shall be extended to this Act ; and the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works in Ireland shall be and are hereby autho- 
rized to advance by way of Loans Sums of Money for the following 35 
Purposes and under the Conditions herein-after specified : 

(1.) To any of the Classes of Persons named in the above- 
mentioned Act, for the Cultivation or planting of Oyster 
Beds on the Shores of the Sea adjacent to their Lands, and 
for the planting of which Oyster Beds they shall have 40 
received the written Permission of the Inspectors as herein- 
before mentioned : 

(2.) To 
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(2.) To any sucli Persons as aforesaid, for the building of Piers, 
cleaning or dredging Harbours, Erection of Curing Houses 
or Sheds for the Purpose of curing or drying Pish, on the 
Certificate of the Inspectors that such Work is necessary 
and important :

(4) Loans made by the Commissioners of Public Works for the 
Purposes mentioned in this Act shall not he advanced by 
Instalments as provided by the Act of the Tenth of 
Victoria, Chapter Thirty-two, but may be advanced in full 
on Completion of the Porms of Security for the Repayment 
thereof required by the Commissioners of Public Works in 
Ireland :

Legal Proceedings. 

31. All Pines and Penalties imposed by this Act, and all Costs
